ISMENE CALATHINA (Peruvian Daffodil) 


One of the spider lilies. Large pure white flowers of unusual appearance,

In colder climates, plant after the spring thaw, or in your conservatory so that 
they may be transplanted as soon as the ground thaws. Where the springs 
are cool the bulbs may be planted as late as first of May.

Low annual, which thrives in sandy 
soil. Flowers are a light rose. Packet 10c. 


Brodaeia capitata (Cluster Lily). Flowers early in spring; deep violet to 
white. Height 34 to | ft. Produces bulbs. Packet I5c. 


Bloomeria aurea (Golden Stars). Golden yellow clusters |!/y to 2 inches 
in diameter. Height 6 to 18 inches. Forms a bulb, which naturalizes. Packet 10c. 


Delphinium cardinale (Scarlet Larkspur). Magnificent perennial; flowers 
intense bright scarlet. Flower stalks 3 to 5 feet. Packet 25c. 


Dicentra chrysantha (California Bleeding Heart). Hardy perennial, with 
an orange yellow bleeding heart. Height 3 to 5 feet. Packet I5c. 


Eschscholtzia californica (California Poppy). The most famous of Cali- 
fornia wild flowers. Annual. 6 inches high. Golden yellow. Packet 10c. 


Layia elegans (Tidy Tips). A pretty annual. Flowers yellow tipped with 
white.

Pentstemon spectabilis (Blue Pentstemon). Large spikes of deep blue 
flowers.

Romneya coulteri (Matilija Poppy). The queen of all our native flowers. 
Perennial. Flowers pure white with golden stamens, and 6 to 8 inches in 
diameter. Flowers last well when cut. Grows 6 to 10 feet. Packets 10c.
